Friday, October 6, 2017 is School Day at the 45th National Storytelling Festival! School Day tickets for grades 3-12 are valid for entry into any 
Festival venue for Friday from 10 am - 5 pm. 

There will be 5 hours of storytelling in circus-like tents with many different tellers. A 30 minute break will be given between each 60 minute 
storytelling session. 

Storytelling gives the student a live experience with many different professional storytellers from a variety of cultures who engage the student to 
participate in the stories. 

A real performance of storytelling can make the story come alive for a student. It is a very different experience than watching a storyteller on video 
or just reading a story. It can help a student engage in the story, increase comprehension, and show a student different art forms and techniques such 
as mime, the use of sound effects to enhance the story, music used as part of storytelling, theatre, etc. 

The educational goals for a day at the Festival will teach valuable life lessons, increase listening and communication skills, show how the written 
word can be used in speaking, help the student leam about different cultures and enhance the learning of language patterns and new vocabulary. 
Students should be able to compare and contrast different stories and different styles of storytelling.
